Czechs, 

Nazis 

Agree 

PRAGUE. UP) — Czechoslovakia 
appeared today to have switched 
her gigantic reconstruction task 
to a new course—cooperation with 
Germany. 

Chancellor Adolf Hitler, it was 
learned, has assured her that the 
country now is on a sounder basis 
and that it can retain its culture 
and achieve greater prosperity by 
cooperation within the German 
orbit. 

Czechoslovaks, if not convinced 
by the rosy German picture, are 
according to all indications re¬ 
signed to the necessity of looking 
to Germany for support. 

The past few days have .seen a 
striking change in German-Czech- 
oslovak relations, contrasting 
-sharply with the strained situa¬ 
tion when Europe seemed on the 
verge of war over the Sudeten 
problem. 

While the controlled German 
press now speaks of cooperation 
with Germany. 

German correspondents return¬ 
ing to Prague have been ordered 
to write only ‘‘kindly’’ of Czecho¬ 
slovakia and have ceased their at¬ 
tacks on the little republic. 

An Increasing desire to cooper¬ 
ate with Germany was seen in the 
Czechoslovak cabinet’s decision 
yesterday to send four ministers 
to Berlin: Finance Minister Joseph 
Kalfus, Minister of Commerce and 
Indu.stry Imrich Karva.s, Agricul¬ 
ture Minister Vladi.slav Feieraband 
and Minister Without Portfolio 
Hugo Vavrecka. 

The size and importance of the 
delegation was taken as an indica- 
i tion that development of a large 
program was hoped for by Czecho¬ 
slovakia. 

CZECHS MAY JOl.V

JAPANESE MEET 
STIFF FIGHT 

HONGKONG. </P> — The Japa¬ 
nese army announced tonight it 
had straddled the Canton-Kowloon 
railway "at .several points" but 
reported from areas further north 
indicated that the rapid Japane.se 
drive toward Canton was meeting 
its first serious, organized Chinese 
resistance. 

Severe fighting was reported 
from Wongtong, about two miles 
east of Canton, in what appeared 
to be the first major battle to 
decide the fate of the South China 
metropolis and the vital supply 
lines radiating from it.

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U. S., Growers Planning 
Citrus Marketing Pact 


WASHINGTON, tffi—The gov¬ 
ernment called upon the nation’s 
citrus industry today to devise a 
program liking to the orderly 
marketing of this season’s record 
crop. 

F. R. Wilcox, chief of the agri¬ 
cultural adjustment administration 
division of marketing and market¬ 
ing agreements, told a conference 
of citrus leaders government as¬ 
sistance should not be considered 
the "lead horse” in solving the in¬ 
dustry’s problems. 

The government, he said, was 
willing to supplement the indus¬ 
try’s own efforts, but was unable 
to do more. 

The conference was called by the 
department after reports from the 
three major producing areas indi¬ 
cated the 1938-39 crop would be 
far in excess of last year’s pro¬ 
duction. 

More than 50 government and 
industry men attended the opening 


session. Citrus cooperatives, inde¬ 
pendent growers, canners, and 
handlers were represented by these 
official delegates: 

California-Arizona—C. N. Brown, 
Redlands, Calif.; T. H. Powell, Los 
Angeles; F. W. Bireley, Hollywood, 
and W. W. Pickrell, Phoenix, Ariz. 

Texas—F. H. B. Holland, Mis¬ 
sion; F. L. Hall, Weslaco; Ray Ste¬ 
phenson, Lafenia; and Grant Mont¬ 
gomery, Alamo. 

J. A. Steward, Redlands, Calif., 
and T. M. Meldon, Mission, Texas, 
were expected tonight. 

M^ilcox said the department was 
not in position yet to discuss the 
possibility of applying to citrus 
fruit a plan to make agricultural 
products available to low income 
families at reduced prices. 

He expressed hope Florida would 
be able to establish a marketing 
agreement to control out-of-state 
shipments. Agreements already are 


in operation in California and 
Texas. 

He and other federal men said 
the government had no citrus plan 
to offer, and called upon the dele¬ 
gates for ideas. 

The agriculture department’s Oc¬ 
tober 1 crop report predicted a 
grapefruit production of 40,700,000 
boxes, an increase of 10,000,000 
over last season and of 24,000,000 
over the 1927-36 average. 

For all orange varieties except 
California valencias, the depart¬ 
ment forecast a crop of 49,900,000 
boxes, compared with 45,550,000 of 
the same varieties last year. 

As a preliminary step, a com¬ 
mittee of Florida growers met here 
last week to discuss the establish¬ 
ment of a marketing agreement to 
regulate out-of-state shipments of 
citrus fruit. Texas and the Cali- 
fomia-Arizona area now operate 
under agreements.

MONTHS, CLAIM 

During the past 37 months. 
Sheriff Logan Jackson was paid 
$59,521.69 for feeding county pris¬ 
oners in the jail, a certified state¬ 
ment of the San Diego account¬ 
ing firm of Wansley, Crandall and 
Reuter showed today. 

Of this amount, $20,000 is rep¬ 
resented by profit to the sheriff, 
according to claim of Attorney 
Edgar Hervey of San Diego, the 
special counsel who is suing the 
sheriff for $100,000 in fees he 
claims is withheld illegally from 
the county. 

The San Diego firm sent its re¬ 
port for checking by county audit¬ 
ing departments based on report 
of income from Aug. 1, 1935, to 
Aug. 31, 1938, a total of 37 
months. 

It averages $1610 paid to the 
sheriff per month for the pris¬ 
oners, or $19,320 per year. 

Out of that money, Hervey 
claimed that the sheriff profited 
by $20,000 for those 37 months, 
since he insisted that the cost of 
feeding prisoners was only two- 
thirds of the 12 cents per meal 
I allowed. 

Suspects Nabbed 
After Holdup 

BAKERSFIELD. <JP) — City 
Motorcycle Officer Henry Bianchi 
captured two suspects today short- 
' ly after three gasoline stations had 
‘ been robbed within a period of a 
few minutes. 

The suspects are Ruben William 
Converse and Edison Womack, 
each 23. They and their young 
wives, found waiting in their auto- 
i mobile near the postoffice, said 
' their residence is Sacramento. 

Bianchi said Converse and 
Womack were in a stolen automo¬ 
bile which he forced to the curb. 
Womack leaped out of the other 
side of the car and crouched down 
while he collared Converse, 
Bianchi said. The officer fired 
and wounded Womack in the left 
hand before he subdued the two. 

Witness Says Reds 
After Labor Party 

WASHINGTON. (AD — S t e v e 
Gadler, St. Paul consulting engi¬ 
neer, told the house committee on 
un-American activities today that 
Communists had "tried to take 
over the Farmer-Labor party.” 

He added, however, that he 
wanted it clearly understood he 
was making no accusations 
against a majority of the party 
nor its rank and file. He described 
them as good American citizens. 

"Governor Benson, Congressman 
Bernard, Congressman Tcigan, 
and Mr. Williams are spoken of 
and written up in all Communistic 
publications as friends of their 
cause,” he testified, referring to 
Minnesota’s Farmer-Labor gover¬ 
nor and two of its representatives 
in the house. 


Druggist 
Fires On 
Bandits 

Two armed bandits posing as 
customers robbed the Charles 
Guard drug store at Bishop tind 
Main streets of $50 Saturday night 
and escaped in a hail of buckshot, 
providing Santa Ana police with 
their third drug store robbery 
within a month. 

Police were still imcertain 
whether the men were the same 
bold robbers who, using similar 
methods, recently held-up the 
Brunet and Pedroja drug stores, 
besides a Buena Park liquor store. 

As the men fled eastward on 
Bishop street after dashing out of 
the store and jumping in their 
automobile, Charles Guard, the 
druggist, loaded his shotgun and 
fired a blast at the bandit car. 
ORDER DRINKS 

Police combed the neighborhood, 
but no trace was found of the 
machine. 

The two men entered the store 
at about 10:30 p. m. and ordered 
two "cokes.” After drinking part 
of one, one of the men asked Clerk 
Louie Madden for some adhesive 
tape. As Madden walked to the 
rear of the store, the bandit fol¬ 
lowed, then suddenly drew his gun 
and muttered “This is a stick-up." 

While the armed man cleared 
the cash register in the rear of 
the store, his companion was 
rifling the register at the front of 
the store. 

FIRES SHOTGUN 

Both left by the front door. "If 
you step out of this place. I’ll blow 
your head off," the gunman 
snarled. 

Madden told police he ran to the 
back of the store, loaded his gun, 
and shot at the car as it turned 
off Bishop on Cypress street.

KING, QUEEN 
MAY COME TO 
U.S. NEXT YEAR 

LONDON. (AD—The Dally Her¬ 
ald said today that arrangements 
are being made for a state visit 
to the United States by King 
George and Queen Elizabeth next 
summer. 

The paper said the American 
visit, to end his Canadian tour, 
would be announced in the king’s 
speech from the throne opening 
parliament Nov. 8. 

The British embassy in Wash¬ 
ington and the United States de¬ 
partment of state are working on 
a tentative program for the ap¬ 
proval of the king and President 
Roosevelt, the paper said. 

WASHINGTON HAS 
NO OFFICIAL WORD 

WASHINGTON. tAD—The state 
department and the British em¬ 
bassy professed today to have no 
official Information regarding the 
proposed visit of King George and 
his queen to the United States. 

Dispatches from London quoted 
the Daily Herald as saying the 
visit would be announced by the 
king in his speech opening parlia¬ 
ment Nov. 8. 

The state department said it 
had no information on the subject 
except what officials had read in 
the newspapers. 

At the British embassy an offi¬ 
cial said the embassy had taken 
no action. He referred all other 
inquiries to the foreign office In 
London.

‘I’ll Leave/ Says Irish Thrush, 
Jailed On Immigration Warrant 


LOS ANGELES. (A»i — If the 
state department, which has can¬ 
celled the passport visa of Jack 
Doyle, singing Irish prizefighter, 
sends him out of the United 
States, it will be to this country’s 
financial loss, he indicated today 
“After all," Doyle said in jail, 
"I’m a fellow who has plenty of 
money. I planned to spend plenty 
in the United States.’’ 

“But if they don’t want mo 
here—well, I guess I can leave.” 

Doyle expressed bewilderment 
as to why he was taken in cus¬ 
tody as he arrived by airliner from 
Newark, N. J., early yesterday, 
and his immediate concern today 
was to obtain his release on bail. 

"I can’t understand this at all," 
Doyle's lawyer, Jack Irwin, quoted 


him as saying. "Why, I know of 
no wrong-doing," 

Reports published in New York 
said Timothy Godde may be called 
as a witness at the New York 
passport hearing for the “Irish 
Thru.sh.’’ 

Godde’s wife, Mrs. D e 1 p h i n e 
Dodge Cromwell Baker Godde, au¬ 
tomobile heiress, had been named 
by Judith Allen, Doyle’s former 
actress-wife, in a $2,000,000 alien¬ 
ation of affections suit, later 
dropped. 

U. 8. NOT INTERESTED 
IN HIS LOVE LIFE 

NEW YORK. (A>)—Immigration 
authorities at Ellis Island said to¬ 
day Jack Doyles, Irish prize¬ 
fighter, was under arrest in Los 
Angeles because he had entered 


the country illegally. His case, 
they said, will be handled by Los 
Angeles officials. 

Doyle; according to Ells Island 
officials, was denied permission to 
enter the United States when he 
applied at Rouses’s Point, N. Y., 
on grounds coming within the 
general immigration laws. 

In such cases, it was explained, 
an immigrant must wait a year 
before applying for another visa, 
or get the special permission of 
the secretary of labor. Doyle did 
neither, officials said, nor did he 
explain at Montreal, where he got 
his visa, that he had just been 
barred from the United States. 

Officials said they were not in¬ 
terested in his love life and that 
his affairs of the heart had noth¬ 
ing to do with his rejection.

The old 
wailed city of Jerusalem was vir¬ 
tually beleaguered. All gates ex¬ 
cept the Jaffa gate were closed 
after a 24-hour curfew was 
clamped down at 7 p. m. yester¬ 
day.

Except 
for heavily armed gpiards, how¬ 
ever, the streets were almost de¬ 
serted. 

More than 12 cities with -Arab 
populations now have been placed 
under night restrictions.

Have you read Laura Krey’s 
new novel, “And Tell of Time” ? 
It’s simply marvelous. All about 
the reconstruction period in Texas 
after the Civil war, and when I 
say Texas I don’t mean the land 
of Mexicans and cowboys, but that 
stretch along the gulf and the 
Brtuos river which was settled by 
rich planters from Georgia and 
Virginia. It seems that Mrs. 
Krey’s ancestors were among 
those deluxe pioneers who brought 
their slaves and their Southern 
traditions and recreated a bit of 
the old South in the woolly West. 
As a little girl, the author listened 
evening after evening to the 
stories of an old gentleman of the 
family who lived through many 
of the scenes described in the 
book. 

To be sure, there are places 
where Mrs. Krey is so carried 
away by her story that she vio¬ 
lates many rules of good writing, 
and the chronological sequence is 
sometimes hard to follow, but such 
criticism is really Immaterial. The 
important thing is that for 700 
pages there live again those men 
and women who combined the 
chivalry of the South with the 
vigor of the West, and preserved 
them until democratic ideals were 
once more enforced In Texas. 

Since you are going to read the 
book, I won’t spoil it for you by 
telling too much of the plot. On 
his way home after the Civil war, 
Cavin Darcy met and married his 
distant cousin, Lucina, and took 
her back to the family home, Lo¬ 
cust Hill, on the Brazos. Lucina 
was a Georgian girl, and though 
she never questioned the fact that 
her place was at her husband’s 
side, for years she could not get 
over the feeling that Texas was 
an alien land. She lived in terror

of the snakes and the hurricanes, 
the carpet-baggers and the arro¬ 
gant negro police, and the ma¬ 
rauding bands of white men who 
had been forced to flee the more 
civilized lands back East. She 
paced the floor In dread those 
years when Cavin and his fellow 
clansmen rode the night highways, 
seeking to accomplish by force 
what they were not allowed to do 
by the discriminatory laws of the 
reconstruction government. 

Meantime Locust Hill pros¬ 
pered as Lucina preserved the 
gracious traditions of her family 
and Cavin applied his practl(».l 
head to the problems of his vast 
holdings as well as to politics. 
Despite the dangers, it was an en¬ 
viable life. Polite society customs 
still prevailed, and there was much 
coming and going between the 
big houses. Though the negroes 
now had contracts and received 
wages, freedom made little dif¬ 
ference in their loyalty. Leisure 
and hospitality were still the 
prerogatives of the white boss. 
Such hospitality! Such lavish 
feasts, the descriptions of which 
simply make your mouth water! 

And yet you are wondering 
about Lucina. She was a very 
fine woman, and as tribute to the 
author’s skill, a splendidly drawn 
character. One day she realized 
that past and future merge in the 
present, and that she must traiiS- 
mit to her children the best of 
the old life to give them some 
feeling of the continuity of all 
time, with themselves only one 
link In a long chain. And having 
freed her mind of all the uncer¬ 
tainties, Lucina was able to re¬ 
joice with Cavin that Texas was 
once more with land where dangers 
only called out the best in men; 
“where the unlimited possibilities 
fascinated the Imagination of tne 
bold and barred the timid from 
membership in a free society; 
where a man's right to live his 
own life in his own wan went un¬ 
questioned.”

NEW ORLEANS. (Ab —

Bishop John N. Noll of Fort 
Wayne, Ind,, chairman of the 
league for clean reading, said a 
national committee was appointed 
at the recent meeting of bishops 
and archbishops in Washington to 
"clean up the magazine racks.” 

“The movement for clean read¬ 
ing began in Fort Wayne in 1936 
and was taken up by the separate 
diooeses throughout the country,” 
said the hi.shop. "But we want 
coordination in the movement. 
That is why the national commit¬ 
tee was appointed.” 

He said his organization intends 
to cleanse at the source of pub¬ 
lication rather than remove the 
magazine from the racks.” 

Archbi.shop J. Cantwell of L<>s 
Angeles, member of the executive 
committee of the Legion of De¬ 
cency, said of the Indecent motion 
picture problem: 

"It was merely a misunder¬ 
standing of the mind of the Amer¬ 
ican public by the producers. The 
producers thought the American 
public would swallow anything, 
but as soon as the people showed 
they didn’t want indecent pictures, 
the producers quit making them.” 

The only pictures the board has 
had to censor recently, the arch¬ 
bishop said, are those from abroad 
which are "hostile to our demo¬ 
cratic government.”

PACKINGHOUSE 
WORKERS ARE 
SUIT'S BASIS 

Southern California citrus grow¬ 
ers and the Nationai Labor Re¬ 
lations board will cross legal 
• Jwords before the United States 
supreme court this week. 

Citrus men wiil ask the court to 
review the board’s attempt last 
year to take jurisdiction over cit¬ 
rus packinghouse workers in the 
North Whittier Heights as-socia- 
tion case. Their attorney. Ivan 
G. McDaniel, will represent them 
before the nation’s highest court. 
PRESS SECOND CASE 

Agents for the board, together 
with A. F, L. and C. I. O. repre¬ 
sentatives, have attempted to set 
up board jurisdiction over South¬ 
ern California packinghouse work¬ 
ers In more than half a dozen 
cases. Citrus associations claim the 
board has no jurisdiction becau.se 
the National Labor Relations act 
exempts agricultural workers— 
and they claim- packinghouse em- 
plo,yes are agricultural workers 
within provisions of the act. 

Associations wanted the federal 
board to carry the Whittier ca.se 
through to a conclusion before 
pre.ssing other .similar cases. A, 
second case, however, has been 
proceeded on, the NLRB pressing 
the Sierra Madre-Lamanda Citrus 
a.ssociatlon action. This procedure 
drew fire yesterday from W. E. 
Spencer of Whittier, chairman of 
t h e as.sociation’s agricultural 
producer.s’ labor committee.

’’There is clear evidence.” he 
declared, “of teamwork between 
the board and union agents in 
this situation. In another instance 
even when the union promoters of 
a case abandoned it the board 
agent here had the ca.se revived. 

“If men in public offices and 
paid by taxpayers go out and 
build up cases against the farmers 
there can he no qiiestlon hut that 
they go outside the authority of 
the act they are charged with ad¬ 
ministering.

LOS ANGELES. (JP) — Felony 
gambling charges against Tony 
Cornero, operator of the gambling 
ship “Rex” plying in the Santa 
Monica bay area, were dismissed 
today. 

The jury in Comero’s recent 
trial disagreed and was dismissed. 
Defense counsel contended at the 
trial that a gambling ship is out¬ 
side the state’s jurisdiction if s'; 
is more than three miles from the 
shore line, but the prosecution 
held that jurisdiction extends 
three miles from an imaginary 
line drawn between the headland 
points of the bay. 

Superior Judge Frank Smith 
dismissed the Cornero charges at 
the request of Deputy Dist. Atty. 
Thoma.s O’Brien, who said he 
made the motion “in the intere-sts 
of justice.” 

Prosecution and deefnse attor¬ 
neys were reported as agreeing on 
the dismissal to clear the way for 
a higher court niling on the juris¬ 
diction question under .some other 
procedure. Cornero expre.ssed di.s- 
satisfaction at the time "hung” 
Jury resulted, declaring he had 
hoped to get the jurisdiction issue 
settled then. 

Accompanying Cornero to court 
today was Harold Adams, one of 
the “John Does” indicted after 
district attorney’s Investigators 
raided the Rex several weeks ago. 
Judge Adams found Adams guilty 
and sentenced him to 30 days in 
jail. Defense counsel gave notice 
of appeal and Adams was released 
on $500 bond. O’Brien then moved 
I for dismissal of the Cornero 
charges.

FORT BRAGG, N. C. (JPI — A 
record for high altitude illumina¬ 
tion of aircraft by anti-aircraft 
artillery searchlights was claimed 
here today by army officers with 
the light spoting of a B-17 flying 
fortress 24,000 feet above the 
ground, more than 4 Vi miles. 

The test was made unexpectedly 
late last night, after conclusion 
of more than a week of extensive 
aerial maneuvers, to determine 
the maximum altitude at which 
an airplane could be illuminated 
under ideal conditions.

DOMAN LINE 
HELD GERMANS 

WASHINGTON. —(By Science 
Service) — Imperial Rome once 
held back the menace of savage 
German tribesmen with a prede¬ 
cessor of the Maginot line, as 
France holds back their descend¬ 
ants today. The ancient fortified 
line was on what is now German 
soil, however, and was located 
considerably to the east of the 
present Maginot defenses. 

The Roman line, known then 
and since as the Limes Romanus, 
started at the village of Rhein- 
brohl on the Rhine, about twenty 
miles below Coblenz and on the 
opposite bank of the river. It 
ran 200 miles over hills and 
through valleys, with its other end 
at Fining on the Danube. Thus 
is protected the Roman-held ter¬ 
ritory on the interlacing headwa¬ 
ters of the two streams. Below its 
two downstream ends, the broad 
rivers, patrolled by Roman gal¬ 
leys, were deemed sufficient pro¬ 
tection for the empire’s frontiers. 

The Limes Romanus consisted 
simply of a strong timber palisade 
when it was first laid out. Later, 
at the end of the second century 
A. D., the palisade was replaced ' 
by a continuous earthen wall, re¬ 
inforced at intervals by stone 
"castella” or towers. 

SIAllSSAFE 
FROM lEPROSV 

DURHAM, N. C,—(By Science 
Service)—Leprosy, biblical plague 
that has continued into modern 
times, cannot spread at present in 
the northern states of this country. 
Dr. George W. McCoy, former di¬ 
rector of the U. S. national insti¬ 
tute of health and now professor 
of preventive medicine and public 
health at Louisiana State univer¬ 
sity school of medicine, declared 
at the Duke university medical 
symprsium here. 

Most important factor in at¬ 
tempts to control leprosy as an 
epidemic disease is this inability 
of leprosy to spread in our own 
northern states and in certain 
other localities contrasted with its 
fairly easy spread in other parts of 
the world, including states border¬ 
ing on the gulf of Mexico. 

On the treatment of leprosy. 
Dr. McCoy said that too much has 
been claimed for the efficacy of 
various remedies, especially chaul- 
moogra oil and its derivatives. 

The cause of the disease has not 
been sattsfactorily .settled, in Dr. 
McCoy’s opinion, although there 
are many theories, including germ* 
and improper diet.

Fair Enough 
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The Dike Is Leaking! 

I.ike a leak in the dike of our national economic sys¬ 
tem is the government’s present plan of subsidizing ex¬ 
ports of American-grown farm products. 

Ours not to reason why, for surely the problem of 
marketing American products is the problem of the agency 
which has been entrusted v^ith that duty for 150 years— 
the central government of the United States. Insuring 
and maintaining the free flow of Amrican goods abroad 
is one of the undisputed and indisputable functions of that 
central government. 

Secretary of State Cordell Hull has, we agree, made 
some satisfactory moves in the direction of trade agree¬ 
ments with various nations. 

The agriculture department, however, in under-cut- 
ting the world market with American farm products and 
paying a bonus to the grower to make up his loss and 
maintain the higher domestic price, is putting this nation 
in the position of a merchant who sells his main line of 
goods at less than cost. 

Like the youth in the ancient tale, all we can do is 
point to the leak in the dike and cry out. The leak must 
be plugged by the professional governmental dike-pluggers 
hired for such purposes. 

They Start Too Late 

This week an international boundary commission is 
laying out a border line between Paraguay and Bolivia 
to settle once and for all just v/hat parts of the Gran 
Chaco area each of these South American countries own. 

That is the end of a vicious, bloody war which has 
raged for more than two years. 

The toll of death ran into tens of thousands of men; 
more than half of the casualties v>’’ere caused by fevers 
of the fetid jungle. 

Both Bolivia and Paraguay are on the verge of bank¬ 
ruptcy. Worse, the finest young manhood of both coun¬ 
tries has been killed off, and it will be generations before 
the population will return to the physical and mental level 
it knew before the war started. 

So we have two nations, each throwm back half a 
century in progress by thi.s short war. 

And the result, the establishment of a boundary by 
a commission, could have been accomplished just as easily 
before both hot-blooded nations fought themselves to 
physical and mental exhaustion. 

Bolivia and Paraguay have at last found peace; but 
the bones of the men, now being covered by green jungle 
growth, whisijer that peace has come too late.

The Crippled Children’s Relief Association of Orange 
county is making its annual appeal for your assistance.

- chicken heart in a tube of jelly, 
there can be no doubt that he does 
know planes and engines, and he 
certainly was in a position to make 
comparisons between the Russian 
and German material and the skill 
of their fliers. 

Major AI Williams, who also 
knows the difference between a 
German bomber and a mechanical 
June bug, confirms the informa¬ 
tion which Lindbergh is said to 
have passed on to the British petti¬ 
coat government at Cliveden. He 
says, in general effect, that a Rus¬ 
sian still has no more feeling for a 
machine than a Spaniard has for a 
horse, and reports, in particular, 
his observation of one Russian ship 
which was their pride and joy but 
to the expert and exacting eye of a 
first-class military flier seemed to 
be composed of old wash boilers, 
broken down egg beaters and tin. 

He also was impressed by the 
excellence of the German equip¬ 
ment and personnel, and no mere 
accusation of sympathy for the 
nazis will suffice to answer his 
findings. That accusation probably 
will be made, because few people 
nowadays are willing to believe 
that any report of achievement, 
either in Russia or in the killer 
countries, is innocent of politica' 
bias one way or the other. 

The Russians, though, have beer, 
acting in a manner to excite sus¬ 
picion and by their mysteriousness 
have prepared people to believe 
that they are hiding weakness ra¬ 
ther than strength. 

The Germans invited the French 
general in command of aviation to 
look at such of their equipment as 
they cared to show him in return 
for similar courtesy to one of their 
generals, and it is not unlikely that 
he came home to repor' that, just 
on the basis of tne preparations 
which he had been permitted to in¬ 
spect, the nazis were fixed to give 
France and Britain a terrible ham¬ 
mering at the start of the war and 
compel the allies to come from far 
behind under the most punishing 
difficulty. 

Nations strut their power, and 
the French are by nature so frugal, 
stingy and given to saving old bot¬ 
tles and bits of string that they 
doubtless are still flying a few old j 
spit-and-paper kites, powered with 
clockworks, left over from the 
World war. They just can’t throw 
anything away.
